WASHINGTON—The spring series 
of nuclear 
weapon tests under way at the Pacific Eniwetok 
Proving Grounds is destined to m ak e the coun­ 
try’* military ‘new look” prem aturely old and 
gray . 


The series v-uU include num erous ntclea r oet- 
onations. But the featured attraction is the drop­ 
ping of history ’s first usable hy drogen weapon 
from a B-36 bomber. At least Pentagon officials 
fervently hope that Russia has riot vet made a 
delivera ble H-Bomb and that the Soviet hy drogen 
explosio? ! confirmed by the Aton;ic Energy Com­ 
mission was strictly a ‘ test device.”

or even to be carried by a plane .small enough 
to be based on a carrier. Thus, a successful B-36 
test gix'e.s the A ir Force exclu.sive delivery capa­ 
bility of the mo.st powerful weapon in the nation’s 
a rsenal. Tt re.stores a monopoly which the

Force had w ith the A-bomb for several y ears 
a fter World War II. 
im provem ents in the H-bomb which mak e it 
rela tively cheap g ive the Air Force hea vy bomb­ 
ers a new ta ctica l role. 
Informed reports sa y the new H -bom b is real­ 
ly a three-sta g e affair. The intense heat of the 
atorruc bomb trigger starts the fusion process of 
the hy drogen sub.stances which are tritium and 
duterium.

It’s lithium which gives the H-bomb its final 
unbelievably de,« tructive ‘ k ick .” the scientists 
report. A nd comparcid to tritium, which is said 
to cost $1,000,000 a pound. lithium is a dirt cheap 
plentiful elem ent. 
Thus the addition of lithium, with m inim um 
amounts of the expensive tritium, mak es the final 
H -bom b a rela tivelv inexpensive weapon. And 
it’s this fea ture w’hich w ill m ak e H-bomb.? a ta c ­ 
tica l w^eapon. wmrth using against enem y troops 
in the field. 
Rep. \V. Sterling Cole iR,. X V. i. chanmar-! <.f 
the J oint Congressional Committee on .Atomir 
Energy , recently revea led this about the power 
of an earlier hydrogen explosion: 
“ It tore a ca vity in the floor of the ocean a 
full m ile in. diam eter and 175 feet in the center. 
The heat and blast ov^er land would cause abso­ 
lute destruction over an area six miles in diam ­ 
eter with an area of se\’ere-to-m oderate dam age 
14 m iles in diam eter. In other words an area 
of 300 square m iles would be blank eted by this 
one explosion.”

It's reported the te.?t H-bom b inay be relea.sea 
in the form of a <-aptive guided mi.<?!e. This wnl! 
give the bom ber tim e to escape the w ide area of 
destruction created by the explosion. The bom ­ 
bardier on the B-36 could guide he bomb-missle 
to its targe t, with any one of several control 
sy stems already perfected. 
Finally , it is reported, if the new\ cheap H- 
bomb is as successful as every one hopes, it wiil 
revise plans for developing long range missiles.
